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There seems to be a prevalent opinion in 
the South that Northern Ireland is a place 
which holiday-makers should avoid during 
the war—that the various military and food 
restrictions imposed must tend to lessen the 
enjoyment and the health-giving benefits to 
be derived. Nothing, in fact, could be 
further from the truth. 

It is a fact that butter and bacon, beef 
and sugar, and some other articles are 
rationed, and the visitor to the province must 


conform to the ae. But he need 
not know he is doing anything of the 
kind. If he is staying in a hotel 


or boarding-house the management will fix 
all that for him. . If he takes meals in a 
restaurant, he will find as varied and plenti- 
ful an assortment of good things at his dis- 
posal as ever. Quantities are more than 
ample. For instance, it was disclosed this 
week that the province, as a whole, is con- 
suming only 45 per cent. of its permitted 
rations of meats—beef, mutton, lamb, and 
ork. The visitor will get more than enough 
mutter for his needs. Some people may find 
the sugar allowance smaller than they would 
like, but they can supplement it with un- 
limited quantities of. sweets, chocolates, and 
bon-bons of all kinds, on which there is no 
restriction. 


COUNTY DOWN 
Let us take it that the holiday-maker 


from the South does not want to go too 
far afield—that he wants to be within handy 
reach of Dublin and the South. In such 
eventuality he need go no further afield than 
County Down, just over the border. — It 
would be a taste very hard to please which 
would not find in this most delightful county 
everything that makes the perfect holiday. 
Of watering places the county has a nitmber 
that vie in their charms and. attractions 
with any in this or the neighbouring island 
even in normal times. ‘Taxe Warrenpoint 
and Rostrevor, two delightful seaside resorts 
nestling on the shores of lovely Carlingford 
Louglr at the foot of the southern slopes 
of the Mourne Mountains. Here are 
ample facilities for bathing, boating, 
and all the. other exercises that go to make 
up the active holiday. For walkers the moun- 
tains offer an irres'stible call, and a a 
pleasant day can be spent climbing their 
heights. Then a few miles further along the 
coast is glorious Newcastle, famous the world 
over fur its golf links, scene of many a hectic 
championship. Bathing, boating, fishing, 
tennis are to be found here to one’s heart's 
content, and in the hinterland the soft appeal 
of a countryside studded with happy home- 
steads, and sylvan beauty spots where 
pleasant days can be passed far from war's 
alarms. 

A little further north is Dundrum Bay with 
its great stretches of sandy beach, beloved of 
bather and picnicker. 

What a field for adventure is offered by 
Strangford Lough, that wonderful land-locked 
arm of the sea stretching up through the 
centre of the county almost to Belfast. Near 
its south-western end is Downpatrick, a spot 
hallowed for all Irishmen, as it was in its 
vicinity that St. Patrick landed in 432, when 
he came here to preach the Gospel. The .dis- 
trict is full of historic interest and well re-. 
pays a visit, The Ards Peninsula also offers 
endless holidaying facilities, and the choice 
of resting place can vary from the popular 
Bangor, with all its modern seaside attrac- 
tions, swimming pools, boating, yachting, 
and other round of amusements, or the quieter 
attractions of Donaghadee, to homely cot- 
tages along the stretches of sea to distant 
Ballyquisten Point. 


AQUATIC SPORTS 


For a. mobile holiday Bangor makes a 
capital centre. For swimmers there is one of 
the finest pools on the coast, and aquatic 
sports are numerous. At Ballyholme the 
popularity and safety of the bathing strand 
are evident, as in the full season it is almost 
impossible to get elbow room. 

ports there are in all forms, and walks 
open up in great variety, none more popular 
than that round The Pickie. Then from 
Bangor there is a constant train and ‘bus 
service offering special holiday ‘trips. 

War or no war, the County Antrim will 
still have its holiday-makers. There are 
thousands of visitors to the North who go 
there. primarily to drive over that wonderful 
coast road which circles the county virtually 
from Belfast to Fair Head and round to 
Portrush. It is tantamount tó painting the 
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The Blue Pool, Portrush. 


lily to describe the beauties of that drive. 
Once experienced, it is never forgotten, turn- 
ing and twisting, soaring and dipping, ever 
on, with the sea on one hand and the cliffs 
on the other, with glens running deep into 
the country and streams tumbling down to 
the sea. Over the whole of its course the 
road has a beauty indescribably grand. There 
is Glenarm, entrance to the famed Glens of 
Antrim. At Carnlough, with historic Garron 
Tower, is Dunmaul, from which, so legend 
runs, sailed the last Dane from Ireland. 
Then follow the glories of Cushendall and 


Cushendun, skirting Red Bay, and in the 
immediate vicinity the “Nine Glens of 
Antrim.” famed in song ‘and story. In the 


north is Fair Head, within easy reach of 
Ballycastle, and the setting of the epic story of 
the Children of Lir. This is all sacred country 
for the historian. A little distance along the 
coast comes Whitepark Bay, beloved by 
archeologists; White Head, and Carrig-a- 
Rede, with its frail rope bridge. 


THE CAUSEWAY 


Then there is the Giant’s Causeway, con- 
nected by tram with Portrush. Now that 
trams are passing out of use it is worth 
recalling that the original tram from the 
Causeway to Portrush was the fifst to be run 
on the hydro-electric principle. 

What can one venture to say about the 
Causeway? Famous lakes, mountains and 
valleys there are in plenty, but there is only 
one Giant’s Causeway. There is nothing in 
the world like this array of stones— 


** With skill so like, yet so surpassing art; 
With such design so Fé in every part; 
That reason pauses, doubtful if it stand 


The work of mortal or immortal hand,” 


Thus one comes to Portrush, of which one 
scarcely knows which is more famous—the 
Golf Links or the Blue Pool. Portrush is, 
above all things, a health and holiday resort, 
with the clean, salt winds of the Atlantic 
providing a bracing tonic to the tired-out 
worker, Ramore Head, in the immediate 
vicinity, affords a magnificent view westward 
over Derry into the hills of Donegal, and to 
the north and east the Scottish Hills. Then 
there are walks along the strands, notably to 
White Rocks, with its weirdly carved shapes, 
The Golf Links challenge comparison with 
even the famous St. Andrew’s. As for swim- 
ming, what is there to beat the Blue Pool, 
with its lure for divers. The South Pier is 
also notable, and there is in addition the 
ladies’ bathing place, as well as facilities for 
non-swimmers. 

allycastle (County Antrim) is another 
very beautifully situated resort well deserv- 
ing its title of ‘‘ The Garden of the Glens.” 
It is facing Rathlin Island, and the air is 
very bracing, with great bathing facilities 
for those who enjoy*this form of sport. They 
have a fine golf links right alongside the sea 
shore and going inland for some of the 
holes. This course is kept in fine order, 
and is not too strenuous on a warm day. 
There are also several very well-kept tennis 
courts which are deservedly popular. Many 
very beautiful glens are within easy reach, 
and visitors should not neglect to visit them, 
as they are all natural and not disfigured in 
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any way with what one so often sees in 
other places. 

Derry County opens up yet another great, 
held for holidaying, offering as it does a 
great variety of mountain, river, rural and 
seaside attractions. For the hill climbers 
there are the Sperrins, in the south-west of 
the county, rising to a height of 2,240 feet 
in Mount Sawel. They are joined by the 
Carntoghers, which run like a spine through 
the county. It is possible to walk for fifty 
miles in hilltops from Downhill to Omagh 
in Tyrone without being once in touch with 
the haunts of men with only crowing grouse, 
bleating sheep and the hovering hawk for 
companions. 


BY THE SEA 


As holiday centres on the sea, there are 
Portstewart and Castlerock. Situated to the 
east of the estuary of the Bann River, Port- 
stewart is ideally situated, with its spacious 
promenade overlooking one of the loveliest 
Lays in Ulster. lt boasts a wonderful 
climate and salubrious air laden with ozone 
from the Atlantic ocean, and adjacent a 
magnificent, stretch of golden sand. It 
caters exceptionally well for the holiday- 
maker, and good accommodation for every re- 
quirement. The facilities for non-swimimers 
and particularly toddlers: make it especially 
popular, 

Public tennis courts are provided, and 
there are two excellent golf courses, both of 
eighteen holes. The championship course is 
one of the finest and most sporting in Ulster. 

Castlerock is a restful watering place five 
miles from Coleraine, with glorious stretches 
of sand. It has excellent hotels and a 
championship golf course of six thousand 
yards. There is capital swimming off the 
rocks and exciting surf bathing. 

Close to Castlerock, at Downhill, stretches 
a strand seven miles long, which is a veritable 
paradise for the conchologist, as many as 
118 species of shell life having been found 
there in a day. 

The peninsula of Magilligan offers yet 
another interesting field. for study and is of 
rare beauty. The botanist and the entomolo- 
gist will revel here in it's sand dunes and 
foothills. It was once known as “the medi- 
cine garden of Europe.”’ 

Across the Foyle there opens up the County 
Donegal, with its hills and moorlands, its 
lakes and rivers, and alluring bays. Rosa- 
penna, with its bathing, fishing and notably 
its golfing facilities; make an. ever-widening 
appeal. Then there are such famed resorts 
as Killybegs in the West, Buncrana opening 
up the ‘whole area of the Lough Swilly 
country, Donegal, beautifully situated as a 
centre for getting round the county, and 
Bundoran nestling in the south-west corner 
of the county, with its full programme of 
entertainments. 

It is not possible within the limits of a 
short article Buch as this to give more than 
a sketchy outline of holiday possibilities in 
Northern Ireland. Further particulars may 
be had from the Ulster Tourist Development 
Association, Royal avenue; the Town Clerks 
of any of the resorts in which one is 3m- 
terested, the Great Northern, L.M.S.

YACHT MISSING 
FROM CLONTARF 
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ENGLISHMAN'S COURT 
STORY 
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(BEFORE MR. HANNAN.) 


The experiences of Lionel Victor Earl, a 
thirty-year-old Englishman, who attempted 
to sail from Dublin to England in a twenty- 
four foot cutter, were told yesterday from 
the dock, when’ he was charged with the 
larceny of the yacht Falcon from Clontarf, 
Dublin. 
Earl- was returned for trial, personal bail 
of £100 and two sureties. of £50 being 
granted. : 
Alexander Hamilton, Oakshaw, “Annaville 
Park, Dundrum, County Dublin, an engineer 
of Shell Mex, Ltd., stated that he was the 
owner of an auxiliary sailing yacht, Fal- 
con, valued at about £100, which he kept 
at Clontarf opposite the Clontarf Yacht 
Club. 

He last saw the yacht on September 12 or 
13. About 6.30 on September 14 he got a 
‘phone message fror the boatman at the 
dub and went to the place where the yacht 
was anchored. He found it had gone. On 
the Saturday night following he read in an 
evening newspaper that tM Falcon had been 


found. ' 
Some months later he went to Dublin 


belt, and some fittings of the Falcon. . He 
had not seen the yacht since. 
Lieutenant George McGuirk, of the Marine 
Defence Force, said that he left Wexford 
on September 14 in command of the motor 
vessel, Edenvale, bound for Whitehaven. At 
about 4.15 p.m., when they were about mid- 
way across the Irish Sea, he sighted a sail 
about three miles ahead. There was a strong 
northerly wind at the time. 


YACHT WAS SINKING 


On getting closer he saw a yacht behav- 
ing as though there was nobody aboard her. 
When he came up with the yacht he saw 
two men lying on her deck. They sig- 
nalled for assistance. He took them aboard 
in an exhausted condition. The yacht had 
a lot of water in her, and was sinking. He 
ordered his men to save anything that could 

e saved, . Witness identified the lifebuoy 
and lifebelt produced as having been taken 
from the yacht. He ordered the defendant 
to cut away the sail, so that the yacht would 
not be a danger to navigation, and then 
abandoned the boat. — | 

He landed the prisoner and the other 
man, who claimed to be brothers named Earl 
sailing from London to Dublin, at White- 
haven and: gave them into police custody. 
' Cross-examined by Earl, witness agreed 
that nothing could have been done to save 
the Falcon at the.time they were picked up. 

Earl in a statement from the dock said: 
“I admit taking the yacht Falcon with the 
object of reaching England; but I had no 
intention of stealing it. After some hours at 
sea the boat encountered rough weather and 
was making water. '
